Byron S. Anderson, a Constable in the Town of Limerick, 
in said County, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
of Limerick, qualified to vote in the town affairs, to as- 
semble at the Town House on the tenth day of March, 
1941, at eight-thirty o’clock in the forenoon, to act on 
the following articles, to wit:

Ist. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


2nd. To elect, by secret ballot, a town clerk, three 
selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor, a town 
treasurer, an auditor of accounts, a constable and collector 
of taxes, a road commissioner for the ensuing year, and 
one member of the school committee for three years, as 
provided for in Section 40, Chapter 5, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1930. The polls for the election of officers, as 
hereinbefore specified, shall be opened at nine o’clock in 
the forenoon, and closed at one o’clock in the afternoon. 


3rd. To see if the town will vote to accept the annual 
report of its municipal officers as submitted in the printed 
report. 


4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
and raise for elementary and secondary schools, includ- 
ing teachers’ wages and board, fuel, janitor’s service, 
conveyance, tuition, board of pupils, textbooks, reference 
books, and school supplies for desk and laboratory use.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of Limerick: 


The annual report of the schools of Limerick is here- 
with submitted. 


According to the school census of last year, there are 
in Limerick one hundred seventy-three boys and one 
hundred thirty-seven girls between the ages of five and 
twenty-one. Two hundred one of that number are reg- 
istered in the elementary schools of the town and are 
classified as follows: 


Sub Primary, 18 
Grade 1, 25 
Grade 2, 25 
Grade 3, 24 
Grade 4, 34 
Grade 5, 23 
Grade 6, Wy 
Grade 7, 18 
Grade 8, 17 


For registration of high school pupils, I refer you to 
the report of the Principal. 

There has been one change in the teaching personnel. 
At the beginning of the present term, Miss Rose M. 
Moulton, after continuous service of thirty-eight years, 
was compelled to resign her position in Grade 1, owing 
to illness. This vacancy has been filled by the election of 
Mrs. Harriet Whittaker, who resigned from the Superin- 
tending School Committee to accept the position. 

It will be seen by consulting the accompanying finan- 
cial Statement that funds were available for maintaining 
a fiscal year of thirty-seven weeks for elementary schools 
and thirty-nine weeks for the high school, as against 
thirty-three for elementary and thirty-five for high in the 
previous year. By this arrangement the fiscal school year 
ends with the fiscal year for the town. 
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Owing to a prevalence of epidemics, schools were 
closed for two weeks. Attendance has been somewhat re- 
duced for the same reason. Time, thus lost, is being made 
up by Saturday sessions and a week to be added at the 
end of the year. 

In this report, I should lke to call your attention to 
an article in the Maine State School Bulletin written by 
the Commissioner of Education, Dr. Bertram E. Packard. 
It reads in part as follows: “In these troubled times we 
are realizing and emphasizing the necessity for national 
defense. We are almost without exception in favor of a 
strong defense program, but let me point out that in an 
American democracy like ours our first line of defense 
is not the army, the navy, or the air forces. It is true these 
things must be provided in order to protect us from out- 
side invasion. There are, however, insidious and per- 
nicious forces working within our democracy which are 
more to be feared than any invasion from without. Such 
forces can be combated only by a strong and well-sup- 
ported system of public education. 

“From our earliest days, we have realized the necessity 
and value of public education as a basic factor in the 
making of a democracy. If democracy has been success- 
ful, and I believe no thinking citizen would have the 
temerity to challenge the statement that it has been suc- 
cessful, it has been due to the fact that throughout the 
years of our history the ideas of the founding fathers have 
been carried out, namely, that a system of free universal, 
public, education has been provided for our youth. So 
today in this critical period as never before in our history 
as a state and as a nation, public education is our first 
line of defense.” , 

In closing may I thank the Committee, the Teachers, 
and the Citizens for friendly cooperation shown during 
the year. .

Report of Principal of the High School 


To the Superintendent of Schools, School Comumitice, and 
Citizens of Limerick: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as principal, 
- of Limerick High School. 

On the opening date, Sept. 9, 1940, fifty-six pupils reg- 
istered, twenty-nine boys and twenty-seven girls, dis- 
tributed by classes as follows: Seniors, twelve; Juniors, 
nine; Sophomores, fourteen; Freshmen, twenty-one. I 
believe this is the largest enrollment for several years.

Our program of studies, operating on a rotating sched- 
ule, five one-hour classes daily, is: 


Algebra 2 English 1 
Business Arithmetic Latin 2 
Algebra 1 English 4 
Geometry English 2 
Biology — French 1 
Business Training U. S. History 
Physics Civics 1 


The program includes an Activities period, of one hour, 
once in three days. This period is devoted to assemblies, 
rehearsals, class meetings, and other school functions. 
Due to lack of adequate space and equipment, we can 
meet only the minimum requirements in Physical Educa- 
tion so vital to all pupils. 

It is possible for the school to offer only two courses 
of study,—the College Preparatory and the English or 
general course. Either course prepares for college, how- 
ever, if the pupil selects the proper subjects. If one or two 
Vocational courses could be introduced, such as Home 
Economics or Agriculture and Shopwork, the number of 
pupils leaving school because of a dislike of subjects of 
no practical use to them, would be reduced to a minimum. 

Because of the scarlet fever and influenza epidemics, 
all of our activities have been interrupted somewhat. We 
hope to complete the prescribed work on schedule. 

The Boys’ horseshoe team, piloted by “Bobby” Edger- 
ly, won the tournament again this year, securing a trophy 
for the school and medals for the team members. 

The Senior Class presented the drama, “Oh Promise 
Me,” on February 19. The School Orchestra provided 
music for the play. ~~ . 

The school will be represented in the County Public 
Speaking Contest to be held April 25. 

We are proud of our own publication of the “Sokokis.” 
It gives our boys and girls an opportunity to accomplish 
something worthwhile as an extra-curricular .activity. 
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We have also attempted to increase our library facili- 
ties this year. Several fiction books have been contributed 
by different pupils. Mrs. Charles O. Caswell, of Portland, 
presented the school nearly three hundred books = of 
science from the library of the late Dr. Caswell. Mr. and 
Mrs. Clifford Brown donated a large number of National 
Geographic magazines. The school appreciates these 
donations and will welcome contributions at any time, 
especially work of fiction. 


I wish to take this opportunity to quote a few lines 
from a recent State School Bulletin: “Public education 
must move forward—Education means abundant life. 
To make life progressive, practical, friendly, co-operative, 
dynamic and idealistic is the major objective of our 
educational system.—The responsibility of every individ- 
ual is to insure our boys and girls of their inherent 
birthright—the best educational offering the municipality 
can afford.” 


To all who have, in any way, helped in our school 
‘ program again this year, | am grateful.

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Report of the Supervisor of Music 
To the Superintendent of Schools, School Board, and Citizens 
of Limerick: ; 

I herewith submit the following report of school music 
for the past year: 

There is little variation in routine work in either high 
school or the grades as far as theory and technicalities 
are concerned from year to year. Despite many interrup- 
tions in school sessions the teachers have faithfully 
carried on their work in their respective departments 
with satisfactory results. | 

Through the kindness of the Bisbees and Miss Fer- 
guson with their cars, a group from the H. M. D. music 
club were enabled to attend the Federation Junior day at 
Gardiner last May and sing in the largest massed Junior 
chorus,—over one hundred voices—the convention has 
ever assembled. 


The high school chorus was represented in the gradua- 
tion pageant. 

In September a group sang in the County chorus at 
the Teachers’ Convention in Kennebunk. We hope to 
enter the all state chorus at the Western Maine Music 
Festival in Portland on May 17th. 

I consider all these outside contacts with the larger 
singing groups to be of great value to all the students. 

The Junior high school is carrying out a project, under 
the efficient direction of Mrs. Tufts, called “Building an 
Orchestra” with cut outs of the instrument players 
mounted on small supports and arranged on the diagram 
of an orchestra with properly balanced parts. Their note 
books record descriptions of the different instru- 
MENTS Cec. 


The efficient work of Mr. and Mrs. Gatchell in the 
orchestra department will be commented on elsewhere. 

It is with very sincere regret that we learn of the resig- 
nation of Miss Rose Moulton from the teaching staff. Her 
accomplishments in the field of music from her own first 
grade classes throughout the grades and high school have 
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been outstanding in their success. I feel under great per- 
sonal obligation to her for the ready response to any 
demand placed upon her. 


I am very grateful to our superintendent, school board 
and all our teachers for their cordial co-operation and 
support throughout the year.

Public health nursing is concerned with securing and 
maintaining better health for all members of the com- 

munity. Recognizing that whatever is done to assure 
_ physical and mental health during maternity, infancy, 
childhood, and youth will affect the health of the adult 
population, we have, as in the past, placed most emphasis 
on the work with the pregnant mother, the infant and the 
‘preschool child. 


During the year 7 visits were made to prenatal patients 
to help them carry out the physician’s orders and help 
plan for delivery, or if not yet under care, to urge them to 
secure medical advice as soon as possible. 


Twenty visits were made to young infants to urge the 
mother to keep the baby under medical supervision, to 
have him vaccinated against smallpox and immunized 
‘against dipththeria. When necessary, the nurse assisted 
the mother in planning a daily regime for the baby. 
Special emphasis was placed on communicable disease 
which takes such a heavy toll in childhood. 


The public health nurse visited 33 preschool children 
in their homes and assisted the mother in carrying out 
the instructions of the physician regarding diet, clothing. 
sleep, or gave help in solving some emotional problem. 
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Arrangements were made for 4 crippled children to 
attend one of the clinics conducted by the Bureau of 
Health. Follow-up visits were made in the home to assist 
the family with the care of the patient. 

Well Child Conferences are held to give the child 
whose parents cannot afford routine visits to their own 
doctor, the benefit of instruction about feedings, vaccina- 
tion and immunization, and an opportunity to have phy- 
sical and dental defects detected and plans made for their 
correction. It is hoped that during the coming year, it 
will be possible with the aid of a local committee to hold 
these conferences regularly in Limerick, thereby follow- 
ing each child carefully. 


Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the Town of Limerick, I hereby submit 
my annual report as public health nurse for the year 1940 


The health work was begun in February when all 
rooms of the schoolhouse were given the regular health 
inspection. Home visits have been made on children 
found with defects and to urge and assist in the needed 
corrections. Visits have been made to the homes of school 
children ill with pulmonary and with childhood tuber- 
culosis, also to the other children ill in their homes. One 
school child, found by her family physician to have a 
suspicious tuberculous condition, was referred to the 
clinic at the Children’s Hospital in Portland. ‘ 

Plans for the tuberculosis Early Diagnosis: Campaign 
were begun in March. Posters and pamphlets were given 
the appointed chairman of the Research Club for distri- 
bution throughtout the town during the Campaign 
month of April. The High School was visited and the 
pupils invited to enter the tuberculosis editorial and 
slogan contests, also being held during the Campaign 
month. The slogan, chosen by the Maine Public Health 
Association as the prize winner, was “Strike out T. B. 
Before the Fatal Inning!” Miss Vesta Smith of Sanger- 
ville was the author. 
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The following is a report of the health inspection com- 
pleted at school for the year 1940.

The Grammar School earned achievement for school 
health. Ninety pupils qualified for the Seven Point award 
and grades 5-6 and 7-8 received 50% Dental Certificates. 
These awards are promoted and encouraged by the Nurse 
in her work with the schools, and children unable to help 
themselves are assisted 1n securing corrections. 


In closing, I wish to thank all who have in any way 
contributed to the success of the health work this year.

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Report of the Limerick Fire Department _ 
To the Citizens of Limerick: 


I am pleased to submit a report of the activities of the 
Fire Department for the year 1940-41. We have had no 
major fires in Limerick during the past year. The Depart- 
ment was called out for sixteen chimney fires, six grass, 
fires, one truck fire, two brush fires and four outside calls. 
During these calls the Department laid 600 feet of 2% 
inch hose, 800 feet of 1% inch hose, 200 feet of 1 inch 
chemical hose and raised 650 feet of ladders. 


The holding of the regular Block Party was the only 
activity during the year. | 


I am sorry to say that owing to repairs that had to be 
made on the truck the Department has overrun the ap- 
propriation. The truck was bought in 1928, and this is 
the first repairs we have had to make on it. We are now 
able to pick up suction in four seconds. We also had to 
have new brakes as the old ones were much worn. 


The Department wishes to take this opportunity to 
thank the citizens again for their earnest support, which 
we hope to continue to merit.
